ATLANTA, Ga., Jan, 16.—Dr. Wilhelm 
Mueller, former German consul at Se- 
attle, and now consul here, said yester- 
day he had received money from time 
tu time. from the German embassy at 
Washington, “and possibly from Vcn 
Vapen,” but that such money was used 
te send Germans from Seattle to New 
York, “on the chance that they might 
return to Germany.” 

“Any intimation that I was coiunected 
with any explosion at Scattle is avso- 


lately unfounded,” he said. ‘1 do not 
recall that I received any specific sum 
from Yon Papen, but | often furnished 
money to Germans who wanted to go to 
New York on the chance that they 
right reach Germany. I was reim- 
bursed by the German embassy.” 

Dr. Mueller was consul at Seattle 
from February to June, 1916.

LONDON, Jan. 15.—Four letters from 
an interesting part of -the correspond- 
ence taken by British authorities from 
Capt. Frang, von Papen, recalled Ger- 
man military- attache at.

Some 
of the tepondence is said to show 
that Capt.. von Papen made frequent 
payments to Dérsons charged with the 
responsibility for\blowing up munitions 
vorks and bridges in the United Stat-s\ 
The papers have been tuknel over to 
the Americah Embassy for transmission 
to the State Department at Washing- 
‘on. 

Th letters-are to Von Papen from a 
former German Consul at New Orleans, 
a Dr. F.. W. Meyer, Gen. von Bernhardi, 
noted German military writer, ard a Dr. 
Albert. 


Text of the Letters. 

The first is a letter from R. von Mey- 
senbug, former German Consul at New 
Orleans, to Capt. von Papen. It fol- 
lows: 

“New Orleans, Dec. 4, 1915. Dear 
Herr von Papen—I read with great re- 
gret that the fate of recall) has indeed 
overcome you. I! don’t suppose that you 
aro very unhappy to shake the dust of 
this unfriendly country from off your 
feet. What chie..y offends me is that 
in always giving way to the Government 
here, we have never founa that they are 
kindly disposed towards us. That the 
demand for the recall has been so sud- 
den and belated throws an interesting 
light upon the Government here. May 
her day of reckoning come and our civv- 
ernment tind again that iron determina- 
tion with which alone one can make an 
impression here. 

“Hoping that our ¢onnection formed in 
this great time will not come to ap 
ena with! your departure, I am, Yours 
dincerely, +" 

Letter From Dr. Fr. W. Meyer.

Mercier told the rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press. 

The Cardinal intends to remain in 
Rome for a fortnight but does not wish 
to be interviewed or make statements 
or communications of any kind to the 
press, not because he gave any official 
promise in this regard to the German 
authorities, but because he considers 
that he is bound by honor to keep silent. 

In spite of this he spoke in high praise 
of the American generosity in :elping 
the destitute Belgians and of the im- 
mense debt of gratitude felt by his peo- 
ple toward America, adding “the Bel- 
gians feel very much their humiliating 
position, but, they need to accept char- 
a. 

The sithation of the unfortunate na- 
tion, the Cardinal explained. was not <:o 
terrible now as immediately after its oc- 
cupation.-- Some Belgians were gradual- 
ly returning to their homes and resum- 
ing work. One of the most striking fea- 
tures in the belligerent countries is ihe 
searcity of coal and its high cost, while 
Belgium now has more coal than ever 
before tecause they are vractically nwo 
railroads running or factories working.

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IGERMAN REPRISALS TO BE 
MADE IN BARALONG CASE 


Berlin Note Rejects Offer of Neutral rijvestign- 
tion, Calls Counter Charges, “Unprovoked”’ 
and Says Negotiations Are Ended. 


BERLIN, Jan. 15, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—In its reply to the British Govern 
ment in the Baralong case, the text of

Britain no longer desires to observe the 
requirements of international law in re- 
gard to German submarines and breaks 
off negotiations on this subject. In ac- 
dition to announcing its decision to tale 
measures of reprisal, as made know" 
yesterday, the Germar. Government 1e- 
jects Great Britain's proposal for ex 
amination by a neutral board of the 
Baralong incident and also of three 
cases in which it is charged Germany 
violated international law with sub- 
marines, The note is delivered to Great 
Britain through the American embassy 

The submarine was sunk when it was 
attempting to torpedo the steamer 
Nicosian. American muleteers who were 
aboard the Nicosian made affidavits 
charging that the crew of the Baralong, 


eubmarine’s Grew who had taken refuge 
there and were willing to surrender. 


British Foreign Secretary Grey, in : 
recent note to Germany submitted 
through the American embassy, offere 
to submit the case of the Baralong and 
several other cases in which German 
submarines torpedoed British merchant- 
men to a tribunal of American naya! 
officers. In his note he did not make 
denial of the charges against the crew 
of the Baralong. 

The German Government's reply says. 

“The British Government answered 
the German memorandum in the Bara- 
long. case by expressing doubts on the 
one hAnd of the correctness of the facts 
communicated by the German Govern: 
ment and by making an accusation on 
the other hand against German military 
and naval forces of having deliberately 
committed countless crimes against in- 
ternational law and humanity which 
had been unpunished, and compared 
with avhich the alleged offense of the 
Captainand crew of the Baralong 
fades -into insignificance. The British 
Governttient has contented itself with 
mentioning, without any evidence, three 
incidents in cennection with naval war- 
fare in whith German officers are al- 
lege “t6 have committed atrocities m 
violation of international law. 

“The British Government proposes an 
investigation of these cases. Dy. a court 
composed of American naVal’ officers, ‘ 
and under this condition is ready to 
submit the Baralong case to’ the same 
court,”” 

‘uareveket Accusations.” 

“The German Government protests 
most sharply against the unprecedented 
and unprovoked accusations of the Brit- 
ish Government in regard to the Ger- 
man army and navy and the imputation 
that the German authorities have not 
dealt with any such crimes as have 
come to their attention. The German 
arm; and navy in this war observe the 
principles of international law and hu- 
manity and the higher authorities insist 
that in the event offenses are commit- 
ied they shali be investigated most «lose. 
ly and .punished sternly. . 

“The three cases Mentioned by the 
British Government were investigatod 
thoroughly at the time by competent 
German authorities, 

“First; in the case of the sinking of

“A fight developed in those waters 
between two warships, in which the sub- 
marine defended itself by gunfire. The 
British Government can have little 
ground for advancing the charge that 
Danish neutrality. was violated ;by the 
German attack, in view of the fact fhat 
British naval forces in a series of cases 
attacked German ships in neutral wa- 
ters. 

The Case of the Ruel. 

‘Finally, in the case of the destruction 
of the British steamer Ruel, the Ger. 
man submarine merely applied measures 
of reprisal announced by’ Germany .n 
February,, 1916. 

These measures ave in harmony with 
international law, because England 1s 
endeavoring by illegal means to tie up 
the legitimate maritime commerce be- 
tween Germany and neutral countrics, 
to cut .o’f,Germany from all«imports 
and thereby starve the German. people. 
Appropriate reprisals are ‘permissable 
against measurés in violation of inter- 
national: law. 

“In all three cases the Ger man naval 
forces intended only to destroy hostile 
ships. and in no way lost any helpless 
persons who were attempting to save 
their lives. The assertions to-the con- 
trary of the British Government must 
be repudiatéd with all decisiveness as 
untrue.”’ 


€ Investigation Rejected. 
‘The German Government is of the 


“pinion that it must reject as inaccept 
able the British proposal to submit 
these three cases, together with the 
Baralong case, to investigation by a 
court of American naval officers. {+ 
takes the standpoint that charges 
against members of the German forces 
must be investigated by its own corm- 
petent authorities and that the persons 
accused be given every surety of an un- 
prejudiced verdict, with just punish- 
ment where necessary. 

“In the Baralong case it has ad- 
vanced to the British Government no 
request other than this, not doubting 
for a moment that a courtmartial com- 
posed of British naval officers wouid 
inflict suitable punishment for the cow- 
ardivy and perfidious murder. This re- 
cuest was the more justifiable because 
of the fact that the guilt of the com- 
mander and crew of the .Baralong was 
established practically beyond doubt 
by affidavits made by Americans who 
are neutral withnéssés and submitted 
tc the British Government. 

Germany to Make Reprisals. 

_“The manner in which the British Gov- 
ernment has answered the German mem- 
orandum does not correspond in form 
and content with the gravity. of the sit- 
uation, and makes it impossible for the 
German Government to negotiate further 
with the British Government in: regard 
to this matter. The German Government 
therefore takes the ground as the final 
result of the negotiations that the Brit- 
ish Government, under empty pretexts, 
has left unfulfilled the justified demands 
for an investigation of the Baralong 
case, and thereby has made itself re- 
sponsible for the crime of defying in- 
ternational law and humanity, showing 
that it desires no longer to observe, in 
respect to German submarines, one of 
the first rules of war—namely, to spare 
enemies incapacitated for further action 
—jin order to prevent them from con- 
ducting warfare sea in. accordance 
with established international law. 

‘Inasmuch as the British Government 
has declined to make amends for this 
outragious incident, the German Govern- 
ment feels itself compelled to take into 
its own hands punishment for this un- 
atoned crime, and to adopt measures of 
reprisal corresponding with the provo- 
cation.”’

Land rubber to Germany. Those indict- 
ed were Edward Weber, a cousin of Al- 
bert Weber, an official of the Detusche 
Gank in Berlin; Paul Schmidt, Weber's 
partner in the rubber and guayule 
ageney of this city; Max Jaeger, a Ger- 
tuan maker of automobile accessories, 
Mrs. Annie Dekkers, a native of Hol- 
land, and Richard Wohlberg, a natural- 
ized citizen, who operates a rubber and 
cement factory here. The guayule 
agency is also made a defendant. 

According to Assistant United States 
Attorney Harold Content, Mrs. Dekkers 
was to have been the go-between. Her 
sex and.the fact that she had been in 
the habit of making frequent transat- 
lantie trips were relied upon to protect 
her from suspicion. The rubber was to 
bs carried by her as personal bagease, 
as it would not have to appear then on 
the ship’s manifest. 

Four and a half tons of rubbe 
obtained by the alleged conspirators, ac- 
cording to Mr.: Content, before the first 
attempt at shipment was made, On Nov.

The United States weather maps, so far as St. 
Louis is concerned, are hardly more than a pleasant 
recollection. Today, in our progressive city, you 
cannot find a United States weather map conspic- 
vweusly displayed in any newspaper office, the cus- 
tom house, hotel, railway station, or in any other 
public places. The population of St. Louis has to 
be contented with but two such maps—one at 


- Broadway and Chestnut street, and the other in the 


Central Library, unless the new postoffice has one 
also, in which case there would be three of them. 

Is there any good reason Why this metrological 
ehart should be withheld from the public? Per- 
haps it is due to lack of interest of the pedple of 
St. Louis, although I doubt it. We still have pro- 
duce and commission houses, truck gardeners, and, 
in the summer months, baseball! fans, to say noth- 
ing of week-end vacationists. All they have to do 
is to look at the map for a few moments in order 
to wet a very good idea of how the weather wili 
be for from one ‘to three days in advance. Take. 
for instance, the city of Buffalo. One of the morn- 
ing papers contains the map that shows the obser- 
vations taken at 7 p. m., and an evening paper has 
the map showing the weather conditions at 8 a. m, 
throughout the country. 

The weather, not even excepting the war, is the 
most frequently .discussed topic the world over. 
Why not make a study of this ever interesting sub- 
ject when it can, in all probability, be had at a 
very slight additional cost to the local Weather Bu- 
reau? Give back to us those extremely interesting 
and instructive weather maps. Let us have free 
access to such valuable scientific information to 
which the general public is, or should be, entitled,

DISCREDITING THE PRESIDENT. 

The New York Tribune scents in the Lusitania 
settlement and the wiping out of all submarine 
differences between the United States and Ger- 
many a deep laid plan of Count von Bernstorff to 
make the United States a practical ally of Ger- 
many in breaking the British blockade or em- 
broiling us with Great Britain and its allies. 

The Tribune says that Germany, realizing that 
her submarine warfare has failed, is now. willing 
tc hand the President a complete diplomatic vic- 
tory by yielding all the reparation and guaran- 
tees he has demanded, but expects in return vig- 
orous protests against Great Britain’s interfer- 
ence with neutral commerce. Germany thus ex- 
pects that, Great Britain refusing to yield in a 
course which she expects to win the war, we will 
be forceé to declare an embargo, or will become 
so embroiled with the entente Powers we will 
have to turn to Germany for friendship now and 
after the war. 2 

The Tribune disclaims any intention of charg- 
ing that “resident Wilson is a party to a bargain 
or understanding with Count von Bernstorff to 
press Great Britain in exchange for a ciplomatic 
victory over Germany, but this much decency 
cannot be credited to Col. Roosevelt, who work- 
ing on the same theory, charges an actual bar- 
gain between Von Bernstorff and Wilson. 

The purpose of Col. Roosevelt and the Tribune 
in charging that the President is being made the 
catspaw of Germany is twofold and obvious. They 
want to discredit the President’s diplomatic vic- 
tory in the submarine controversy by convincing 
the public that Germany has nothing to lose now 
and everything to gain by concession and hopes 
ty» make easy concession the means of controlling 
our foreign policy. They also want to discredit 
the President’: protest against British interfer- 
ence with American trade and his efforts to com- 
pel Great Britain to respect American rights by 
making it appear that they are in the interest of 
Germany. As a result they want to check any 
effective action to bring Great Britain to terms. 

In view ‘of the fact that President Wilson has 
consistently protested against both German and 
British violations of American rights and had 
practically won his case against Germany before 
the submarine warfare was abandoned,-no dis- 
credit can be cast on the President or his work, 
it Germany finds it advantageous to yield the 
whole case. Nor can his course with Great Brit- 
ain be discredited’ by Germany’s yielding in the 
expectation that he will press his British protest. 
The President has pressed his protest and must 
continue to do so regardless of Germany’s wishes. 
So long as he demands of Great Britain only what 
is right it is not for him or for us to consider 
where the benefits of. right conduct on the part 
of Great Britain will fall. If Great Britain per- 
sists ‘n wrongdoing she must suffer the conse- 
quences. She cannot expect to retain our friend- 
ship by this course. 

Why should Col. Roosevelt and the Tribune at- 
tempt to protect Great Britain against the conse- 
quences of wrongdoing in dealing with us? The 
eourse that Germany has taken is open to Great 
Britain: she can retain our good will by comply- 
ing with our just demands.

THE WEEKLY WAR SUMMARY. 
4 HE French and British are unfortunate. There 
‘| seems to be no one in the war whom they 
can whip. The Russians can whip the Aus- 
trians, the Austrians can whip the Servians, the Ger- 
mans can whip the Russians, the Turks can whip the 
colonials, and so on to the end; but the French and 
British have no one to pummel when it is dull. Like 
the Italians, they can only hope to wear the otier 
side down by attrition. This is not very satisfactory. 
It causes 2 feeling at home that the army is not as 
ably led as it might be, and nobody remains very tong 
in command. The Germans are happier in this re- 
spect than any of the other belligerents. If a Gen- 
eral is on the point of losing caste by reason of being 
opposed by forces equal to his own, he can be shifted 
to a quarter in which he can conduct a drive and re- 
habilitate himself in public esteem. It is done every 
day on one of the German fronts. The result is that 
Germany has about the same generals in the field 
she had when the war began. She keeps them up. 
They gave a very good account of themselves this 
week. 

Only one other country keeps in the news regularly. 
That is Russia. The Russians are always going one 
way or the other. There is nothing sedentary about 
them. If they have ever been in trenches, they have 
been routed out of them in a hurry. If they have 
ever made less than twenty miles a day either going 
or coming, we haven’t observed it. It is said that 
there is a Russian army burrowed down below Riga, 
but it is only for the wintér, we imagine. It is in the 
nature of the tear that walks like a man to hibernate 
to some extent, and he will be out in the spring. It 
is the Russian army in Bessarabia that is making 
news now. That army started south for the winter 
some time ago, and up to this time nothing has been 
able to stop it. If we did not know the Russian bet- 
ter after a year and a half, we would assume from 
the way he is going through all opposition and the 
direction into which he is headed that he must short- 
ly hit the Bulgarians in-the back and cut the Teuton 
line between Austria and Constantinople. What prob- 
ably will happen is that the Germans will no doubt 
go over there and start another of their celebrated 
stampedes. Like a snowslide, a Russian army only 
needs a start. It can go further and tear up more 
landscape, once its momentum gets to work, than any 
other mass of which we know. 

The first of the belligerents to take the count 


took it this week. It was Montenegro. Having about 
the military strength of the recent Plattsburg Canp, 
Montenegro did not last very long, once the fighting 
tended in her direction.

('nder it amateurs “are prohibited 
from accepting or holding any posi- 
tion as agent or employe that tn- 
cludes ag part of its duties the han- 
dling of golf supplies; or engaging 
in any business wherein one’s useful- 
ness or profits arise because of skill 
or prominence in the game ef golf.” 

Krank L. Woodward of Denver, 
president of the association, explained 
that the new rule is an amendment 
to section 7 of the organization's by- 
laws and is the sixth that the Execu- 
tive Committee has made upon the 


subject. 

“Violations will be followed . by 
penalties,” said Mr. Woodward, “Pen- 
alties will be decided by the Execu- 
tive Committee on the merits of each 
individual case and will be suspen~ 
sion, expulsion or an order making 
the accused a permanent profession- 
ai...

CARCITY OF BUTTER IN 
GERMANY CAUSE OF MUCH 
COMPLAINT AND RIOTING! 


Women and Youths Most Active in Trouble at 
Chemnitz, a Manufacturing Town That Is 
Stronghold of the Socialists.

One of the greatest causes for com- 
plaint among the citizen population in 
Germany is that most persons are un- 
able to buy butter except at’ fabulous 
prices. In some instances butter brings 
as much as $1 per pound. 

Formerly butter was imported into 
Germany from Denmark; a good deal 
also came from Russian Siberia, but none 
has been imported from theré since the 
beginning of the war. There is no doubt 
that speculation has a good deal to do 
with the scarcity of butter and fats. 
Merchants who expected to reap a har- 
vest paid large sums for butter in Den- 
mark, and when the Government heard 
of this the importation was stopped for 
the time being. - 

In many instances the Government has 
taken charge of the situation and in 
many municipalities butter is being sold 
by the town government. This is espe- 
cially so where the poor are concerged. 
Butter cards are being issued to them 
and they may buy butter, in small 
quantities only, for 25 cents a pound. 

Heard About Riots, 

When I reached Berlin in the middle 
of November I learned that so-called 
riots had taken place in various parts 
of Germany. Reports printed in the 
British press were to the effect that 
during these riots it had become neces- 
sary to call out the militia and that 
they had openly charged the rioters ani 
that many had been killed. 

It was said at that time that the mos! 
serious rioting had taken place in Uinem- 
nitz, one of the largest manufacturins 
towns in the empire, and often times 
referred to as the Manchester of Ger- 
many. 

i spoke to Mr. Gerard, 
Ambassador in Germany, 
reports. The Ambassador said that he 
had heard about them and that he ex- 
pected full reports from the United 
States Consul at that point. 

To learn the facts at first hand I 
went to Chemnitz and consulted with 
Quinby Wood, United States Consul 
there. I explained the object of my 
mission’ and Mr. Wood stated that 
there had been so-called butter riots, 
but the the police and fire department 
had made short work of the rioting and 
that now everything was quiet “until 
the next time,’’ he added. 


Consul Saw Disturbances. 
Wood explained that he had per- 


been a witness to the disturb- 
ances. “There were riots, indeed,’’ he 
said, “but it looks now that quietness 
has been restored.”’ 

The general belief among the people 
in Chemnitz is that the “reds’’ in the 
Socialistic party were really responsi- 
ble for the butter riots in Saxony. 

Chemnitz is the hotbed of Socialism 
in Germany. It elects Socialists to the 
Reichstag and the working element 
sgems to have the upper hand. A few 
days before the first rioting took place 
several strange women arrived in the 
city. They came from Berlin, according 
to report. They conferred with various 
committees which had been organized 
for the purpose of breaking up the but- 
ter prices, which by that time had dou- 
bled. 

It was decided to call upon the May-

Several arrests were made the first 
night of the new order and severe pun.- 
ishments were imposed. War time 
clauses were applied in addition to the 
ordinary punishment. 

At the same time the city had learned 
a lesson. Those in authority soon real- 
ized that the situation was a serious 
one and in order to safeguard against 
future and similar occurrences the city 
fathers concluded that the city should 
go into the butter business and buy up 
ali the supply that was available. This 
was done. 

I visited several of these stores whére 
the city was selling butter, but only to 
those who were in possession of cards 
issued to them by the city committee, 
which had been placed in charge of in- 
vestigating every applicant for butter 
tickets. To those in possession of cards, 
butter was being sold for 5 cents a 
pound. Not only were the poor taken 
care of first, but also the wives and 
widows of soldiers. 

The shortage of butter is feit all the 
more because German housewives are 
unable to buy fats which in ordinary 
times are used more frequently than 
butter.
